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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 



A motor vehicle with a vehicle body, which comprises at 
least a pair of struts, at least one vibration-selective 
detection unit for detecting longitudinal stresses on the struts 
during operation of the vehicle, and at least one actuator for 
producing a force that counteracts the longitudinal stress, 
wherein the at least two struts are connected by a holding 
device, which is movably supported relative to the body, wherein 
a common actuator is configured for simultaneously adjusting the 
struts connected by the actuator.
